Four  Hundred  Convene  for  Ribicoff  Address 


At  Fiftieth  Anniversary  Celebration 


Over  four  hundred  guests  from 
eighteen  states,  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia, Mexico,  Chile,  France,  and  Bermuda 
came  to  hear  Abraham  A.  Ribicoff,  Sec- 
retary of  Health,  Education,  and  Wel- 
fare, speak  at  Pine  Manor's  Fiftieth  An- 
niversary Convocation  Exercises  October 
12. 


Preceding  the  ceremony,  Mr.  Ribicoff 
joined  the  trustees,  faculty,  administra- 
tion, and  delegates  from  105  colleges 
and  seventeen  secondary  schools  in  an 
academic  procession  from  Westlea  to 
Bardwell.  The  procession  was  led  by  Dr. 
John  Agnew,  head  of  the  history  depart- 
ment and  college  marshall,  a color  guard 


from  the  Commonwealth  Armory,  and 
two  drummers  from  the  Wellesley  High 
School.  The  seniors  dressed  in  white 
blazers  and  dark  skirts,  lined  the  route 
of  the  procession  and  marched  behind 
the  delegates  into  the  auditorium. 

In  a short  speech  of  welcome,  Presi- 
dent Frederick  C.  Ferry,  Jr.,  spoke  of

the  events  of  the  fiftieth  anniversary 
year  and  of  the  college’s  special  atten- 
tion to  the  problem  of  "how  best  to 
awaken  and  utilize  the  creative  minds 
of  students  in  a curriculum  devoted  en- 
tirely to  the  liberal  arts.” 

Looking  to  the  second  half  century, 
he  said,  "Though  the  appearance  of  the 
college  will  surely  change,  we  predict 
that  it  will  continue  in  the  years  ahead 
its  search  for  new,  imaginative  ap- 
proaches to  liberal  education,  for  this  we 
envision  as  the  special  mission  of  small 
liberal  arts  colleges.” 

Gerald  W.  Blakeley,  Jr.,  chairman  of 
the  Pine  Manor  Board  of  Trustees,  in- 


troduced Mr.  Ribicoff.  The  Reverend 
Claude  A.  Smith  of  the  Pine  Manor  fac- 
ulty gave  the  invocation,  and  the  Pine 
Manor  Choir,  under  the  direction  of  Ed- 
ward Low,  head  of  the  music  depart- 
ment, sang  two  selections,  Brahms’  "The 
Summer  Day  Had  Passed  Away"  and 
Wilbye's  "Come  Shepherd  Swains.” 

Press  Conference  Well  Attended 

A press  conference  with  Mr.  Ribicoff 
held  in  Morrill  House  immediately  after 
the  Convocation  Exercises  was  covered 
by  three  Boston  television  stations,  two 
radio  stations,  the  Boston  Globe,  and 
the  Wellesley  Townsman.  After  Mr. 


Ribicoff  had  left,  Congressman  Joseph 
W.  Martin,  Jr.,  who  was  a guest  at  the 
Convocation,  was  also  interviewed. 

A luncheon  for  the  Convocation 
guests  and  members  of  the  Pine  Manor 
faculty  and  administration  was  held  in 
a large  tent  erected  near  Grove  Street. 
Mr.  Ribicoff  brought  special  greetings  to 
Pine  Manor  from  President  Kennedy, 
and  ten  other  speakers  also  saluted  the 
college.

day.  When  classes  started  only  one  of 
the  310  students  had  not  yet  come,  and 
that  missing  student  was  in  transit  from 
Egypt  where  local  political  conditions 
had  complicated  travel.  She  arrived 
eventually,  completing  the  largest  stu- 
dent body  in  the  history  of  the  institu- 
tion. All  but  six  live  in  college  houses. 

This  incoming  group  represents  thirty 
states,  seven  foreign  countries,  and  the 
District  of  Columbia.  New  York  State 
leads  with  twenty-seven  freshmen,  Con- 
necticut, California,  and  Massachusetts 
sent  an  average  of  fifteen  each,  with  Il- 
linois, Pennsylvania,  and  Texas  next 
in  number.  As  usual,  Pine  Manor  has 
attracted  its  young  people  from  a wide 
area.

Registration  is  an  exciting  event  for  these 
Pine  Manor  freshmen. 
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Some  of  you  may  not  he  aware  of 
new  developments  in  the  music  depart- 
ment here  in  recent  months.  We  now 
have  a unique  collection  of  keyboard 
instruments  at  our  disposal  that  makes 
possible  instruction  in  harpsichord  and 
clavichord,  and  on  fine  pianos  of  the 
eighteenth,  nineteenth,  and  twentieth 
centuries.  We  are  not  aware  of  any 
other  junior  college  currently  in  a posi- 
tion to  provide  this  type  of  work  in  in- 
strumental music.  Beyond  this,  of  course, 
instruction  in  usual  instruments  such  as 
organ,  harp,  viola,  flute,  violin,  and  the 
like  is  available  for  those  who  want  it. 

Thanks  to  such  people  as  Mr.  Low, 
Mrs.  Sleeper,  Miss  Baxter,  and  Miss 
Dutcher,  the  music  department  has  a 
splendid  reputation  among  colleges  for 
doing  an  unusual  job.  The  choir  is  de- 
veloping rapidly  this  year.  There  are 
sixty-three  members  at  present;  the  bal- 
ance of  voices  is  very  good.  In  another 
year  or  two  we  expect  to  see  this  fine 
group  doing  some  expanded  travel  in 
representing  Pine  Manor  away  from  the 
campus. 

P.M.  to  Receive  Settlement  for 
Alumnae  Library 

What  is  going  to  happen  to  the  Alum- 
nae Library?  Alumnae  have  asked  this 
question  frequently  since  our  purchase 
of  the  Chestnut  Hill  estate.  It  seems  to 
sum  up  most  of  the  concerns  you  people 
have  about  the  move.  You  will  be 
pleased  to  know  that  the  General  Board 
of  the  Dana  Hall  Schools  has  officially 
informed  the  Pine  Manor  Board  of 
Trustees  that  we  shall  receive  a full  cash 
settlement  for  the  costs  of  the  Alumnae 
Library,  plus  other  valuable  consider- 
ations still  under  committee  study,  when 
we  occupy  our  new  campus  in  Septem- 
ber of  1964.  This  should  be  reassuring 
news  for  all  alumnae  who  generously 
gave  toward  and  have  a particular  inter- 


est in  that  building.  I do  wish  that  we 
could  pick  the  library  up  and  take  it 
with  us,  for  it  is  an  excellent  building 
and  it  would  be  fine  to  have  it  on  the 
new  campus,  but  that  is  impossible. 
There  will  be  a new  library  in  Chestnut 
Hill,  and  it  will  be  lovely  and  popular, 
as  the  present  one  is. 

The  new  site  lends  itself  beautifully 
to  the  needs  of  a college.  In  due  course 
several  buildings  will  be  added  to  the 
existing  plant,  taking  full  advantage  of 
the  attractive  terrain.  I believe  we  shall 
have  the  most  beautiful  junior  college  in 


America  when  we  are  done,  for  we 
mean  to  obtain  the  services  of  a top 
architect. 

Study  Being  Made  of  Pine  Manor

Fifty-First  Year  Opens

T HE  largest  student  body  in  Pine 
Manor’s  history  is  currently  enrolled  at 
the  college.  The  310  young  women  rep- 
resent thirty-five  states,  the  District  of 
Columbia,  and  ten  foreign  countries  and 
territories. 

Four  students  are  from  Asian  coun- 
tries— Japan,  the  Philippines,  China, 
and  Singapore.  Other  foreign  countries 
and  territories  represented  are  Egypt, 
Mexico,  Venezuela,  Colombia,  Puerto 
Rico,  and  Bermuda. 

The  state  sending  the  largest  number 
of  students  is  New  York,  writh  Connecti-

cut  second,  Massachusetts  third,  and  Il- 
linois fourth.  California  and  New  Jer- 
sey are  tied  for  fifth  place. 

Nearly  a third  of  the  students,  29 %, 
are  from  the  Middle  Atlantic  states. 
About  a fourth,  24%,  are  from  the  Mid- 
dle West,  with  another  20%  from  New 
England.  The  South  is  represented  by 
16%,  the  Far  West  by  8%,  and  3%  are 
foreign  students. 

Current  students  have  entered  Pine 
Manor  from  175  secondary  schools.  Of 
these,  109  are  private,  fifty-seven  are 
public,  and  nine  are  foreign  schools. 

Four  New  Courses 

Added  to  Curriculum 


Four  new  courses — three  in  history 
and  one  in  physics — have  been  added  to 
the  Pine  Manor  curriculum  this  year. 

In  Foundations  of  Civilization  stu- 
dents will  examine  the  forces,  ideas,  and 
institutions  which  shaped  pre-Renais- 
sance  civilization.  Contemporary  Intel- 
lectual Problems  will  consider  the  de- 
velopment of  ideas  which  have  influ- 
enced the  twentieth-century  world,  es- 
specially  those  of  Freud,  Marx,  and 
Nietzsche.  American  foreign  policy 
from  the  Spanish-American  War  to  the 
present  will  be  covered  in  Diplomatic 
History  of  the  United  States  in  the 
Twentieth  Century. 

The  natural  science  department,  which 
has  offered  a course  in  physical  science 
for  many  years,  has  now  added  a course 
in  physics.  The  new  methods  devel- 
oped by  the  M.I.T.  Physical  Science 
Study  Committee,  originally  introduced 
in  high  schools  and  now  being  applied 
at  the  college  level,  will  be  used  in  this 
course.

A GROUP  OF  friends  was  invited  to 
Lathrop  House  for  dessert  and  coffee 
before  Gerard  Souzay’s  concert  in  Octo- 
ber. One  of  the  first  guests  to  arrive  was 
our  faithful  colleague  and  teacher,  Ma- 
dame Marjorie  llsley,  head  of  the  French 
department  from  1951  to  1957.  She 
lived  closer  to  the  campus  than  our  other 
friends  who  arrived  later,  but  then  she 
was  always  on  time  wherever  she  went. 
And  this  was  her  first  fall  visit  to  La- 
throp. She  was  eager  to  meet  the  new 
students. 

Madame  expressed  happy  surprise  to 
see  so  many  present,  especially  on  the 
eve  of  a Harvard  game!  As  she  greeted 
each  small  group,  she  listened  attentively 
to  their  French  — for  until  her  retire- 
ment in  1958  she  had  spent  many  hours 
selecting  students  for  the  Maisons  Fran- 
caises. 

The  freshmen,  themselves  meeting 
Madame  for  the  first  time,  wanted  to 
know  more  about  her.  In  answer  to  their 
questions,  she  modestly  answered,  Je 
ne  fais  rien.  Je  suis  la  femme  la  plus 
retraitee  du  monde.”  Those  of  us  who 
knew  her  and  who  heard  those  quiet 
words  were  amused.  Though  retired, 
Mrs.  llsley  could  never  be  inactive.  We 
had  enough  evidence  to  disprove  her 
words. 


Many  Scholarly  Achievements 

Madame  Ilsley’s  achievements  as  a 
scholar  and  a teacher  began  in  1908 
when  she  won  Phi  Beta  Kappa  honors 
from  Smith  College.  In  1927  her  picture 
appeared  in  the  New  York  Times  next 
to  that  of  Charles  Lindbergh.  Mr.  Lind- 
bergh was  named  Man  of  the  Day  for 
his  solo  flight  across  the  Atlantic.  Ma- 
dame llsley,  then  Miss  Marjorie  Henry, 
was  named  Woman  of  the  Day  for  bril- 
liantly defending  her  doctoral  disserta- 
tion on  Stuart  Merrill  before  a Sorbonne 
jury.  The  French  Government  later 
awarded  her  Les  Palmes  Academiques 
for  this  achievement. 

During  her  long  years  as  professor 
and  head  of  the  French  Department  at 
Wellesley  College  and  later  at  Pine 
Manor,  Madame  llsley  spoke  with  au- 
thority on  many  subjects.  With  great 


enthusiasm  she  introduced  students  to 
Montaigne's  philosophy  and  to  Rabe- 
lais’s humor.  She  read  personal  letters 
from  writer  Edouard  Estaunie  and  po- 
etess Marie  Noel.  She  brought  refresh- 
ing literary  discoveries  like  Ionesco’s 
Chaises  and  Robbe-Grillet’s  La  Jalousie 
to  the  classroom  before  they  reached  the 
general  public.  And  between  classes  she 
sped  to  Widener  Library  to  continue  her 
research  on  Marie  de  Gournay  — a book 
which  is  now  in  the  hands  of  European 
publishers. 

Modesty  Remembered 
As  usual,  on  that  recent  October  eve- 
ning Madame  would  not  let  us  enumer- 
ate all  her  achievements.  She  adeptly 
diverted  everyone’s  attention  by  describ- 
ing the  rare  birds  she  recognized  in  her 
lovely  garden  or  by  talking  about  her 
favorite  animals  — horses  and  dogs.  . . . 
And  as  the  conversation  became  more  an- 
imated and  the  concert  hour  drew  near,

Madame  llsley  put  on  her  coat  and 
slipped  away,  quietly.  She  was  to  meet 
Mr.  llsley  at  Bardwell,  and  she  did  not 
want  to  keep  him  waiting. 

And  it  was  in  the  same  quiet,  gentle 
way  that  Madame  llsley  slipped  away 
on  November  1,  leaving  behind  her 
devoted  husband  and  sister,  grateful 
students  and  colleagues,  and  many  fond 
friends.  We  shall  all  miss  her.

Collection  of  Keyboard  Instruments 

Available  to  Pine  Manor  Music  Students 


Music  students  at  Pine  Manor  will 
shortly  be  able  to  play  keyboard  music 
of  any  period  on  the  instrument  for 
which  the  work  was  originally  com- 
posed, according  to  Edward  Low,  head 
of  the  music  department. 

Through  gifts  and  loans  the  depart- 
ment has  been  acquiring  a number  of 
keyboard  instruments,  including  pianos 
representing  three  centuries,  a harpsi- 
chord, a clavichord,  and  an  organ.  A 
piano  of  eighteenth-century  design  ar- 
rived on  the  campus  November  1,  to 
complete  the  collection. 

This  piano,  which  was  built  by  John 
Challis  of  Detroit,  will  be  lent  to  the 
college  by  Mrs.  William  C.  Hammond, 
former  curator  of  the  Belle  Skinner  Col- 
lection of  Early  Instruments  once  housed 
at  Holyoke,  Mass.,  and  now  at  Yale 
University.  She  is  the  grandmother  of 
Diane  Hammond,  Class  of  1963. 


Mrs.  Hammond  has  also  given  a clavi- 
chord and  lent  a harpsichord  to  the  col- 
lege. The  clavichord  was  built  in  1934 
by  Arnold  Dolmetch,  leading  twentieth- 
century  maker  of  clavichords.  The  harp- 
sichord was  constructed  by  John  Challis 
last  year. 

One  of  the  finest  pianos  in  existence 
is  a gift  to  the  college  from  Diane’s 
father,  William  C.  Hammond,  Jr.,  of 
Manchester,  Mass.  Made  in  London  in 
1787  by  Johannes  Broadwood,  one  of 
the  first  piano-builders,  this  instrument 
is  still  in  excellent  condition. 

The  gifts  of  the  Friends  of  Pine 
Manor  have  enabled  the  college  to  re- 
store a nineteenth-century  Steinway  con- 
cert grand  piano  and  to  purchase  a new 
twentieth-century  concert  grand. 

All  of  these  instruments  are  housed  in 
the  practice  studios  of  the  music  build- 
ing.
